Dulles Points To 
Moral Law As Way 
To Save Humanity

Consultant Accepts 
Third Order Medal 


Washington —(NC)— Applica- 
tion of the principles of the natural 
and moral law to bring peace and 
prosperity to all humanity was ad- 
by John Foster Dulles, 
Consultant to the Secretary of 
State, in accepting the Peace Medal 
of St. Francis of Assisi for 1951. 
The medal is awarded by the Nat- 
ional Third Order of St. Francis, 
the association of the laity spon- 
sored by the Franciscan Fathers. 


Mr. Dulles received the award 
as architect of the Japanese peace 
treaty. The Rev. Adolph Bern- 


holz, O.F.M. Conv., of Fonda, N. 
Y., national chairman of the Third 
Order of St. Francis, who made 
the presentation, said it was “the 
most far-reaching peace-promotion 
achievement of last year.” 


“Tt seemed to me,” said Mr. Dul- 
les regarding the preparations for 
the Japanese peace treaty, “that 
you had to make a clear-cut choice 
between those things which appeal 
to the baser instincts of man and 
those which appeal to his higher 
instincts. There were many things 
in attendance on the preparations 
for the Japanese treaty that ap- 
pealed to man’s baser instincts — 
greeds, covetousness, hate. We re- 
jected all that, of course. We de- 
liberately tried to make a peace 
which invoked the great principles 
of the moral law. In that way we 
achieved almost miraculous agree- 
ment,” 

The speeches at the conference 
in San Francisco, where the treaty 
was signed, were some of the 
greatest he ever heard, Mr. Dulles 
continued, and they showed the tre- 
mendous effect that great moral 
principles had upon those taking 


expressed his dislike for the 
Franco regime. Later Stanton 
Griffis, retiring U. S. Ambassador to 
Spain, explained that the Presi- 
dent’s dislike was due to the “in- 
tolerable delay of the Spanish. gov- 
ernment in carrying out effectively 
its promise that there should be 
freedom of religion and of its ex- 
pression in Spain.” 

The State Department has stated 
it has no knowledge of such “prom- 
ises,”” 

“We feel that the President of a 
great people such as the North 
Americans has received much 
sympathy and no offense from the 
Spanish people,” Ya stated. “What 


grieves us is that the highest re-— 


presentative of the United States 
government has allowed himself to 
be influenced and confused by a 
slandering and unjust anti-Spanish 
campaign alleging a religious in- 
tolerance by the Catholic Church 
and government in Spain.” 


The paper explained that the 
Spanish government was “estab- 
lished on the reality that the Cath- 
olic faith is professed by nearly 
the entire population. At the same 
time it took into consideration the 
religious freedom to which Pro- 
testants are entitled. Thus it ruar- 
antees freedom of worship for non- 
Catholics.” 


“We Spaniards know that this 
sacred defense of our Catholie un- 
ity costs us many sacrifices and de- 
prives us of many benefits of a 
material nature,” the paper stated. 
"But our loyalty to the Rome of 
St. Peter, to the martyrs of Cath- 
olic and Spanish unity, to our re- 
ligious faith and to our vocation 
and national destiny, is proudly in- 
corruptible. No one wants thi 
loyalty sacrificed for political ahd 
economic aid,”

20,000 are Protestants. Half of 
the Protestants are foreigners.

In the eight- 


page diocesan section, we try to include all the news of the diocese as 
well as that of the individual parishes. Some weeks it just doesn't 
all get in. Most of the time, a good part of the news items reaching 


this office is not the type warranting coverage in a diocesan edition. 


Two facts must be remembered about the Fort Wayne edition. 
First of’all, it is a weekly. The greatest majority of its news will be 
past tense by the time it reaches the reader. Secondly, and most im- 

ortant of all, the Fort Wayne edition is a regional newspaper. The 
ulk of its subscribers are residents of the 18 counties which make 
up Northern Indiana. 

Consequently, in light of the two preceding facts, certain restric- 
tions are necessitated. 

We are more concerned with future events. Space does not allow 
the reporting of the myriad events of individual parishes, Holy Name 
societies, Rosary and Altar societies, Daughter of Isabella circles, 
Catholic Daughters of America courts, C.Y.0.s, and the like, 

It is in the reporting of these events where we receive most 
of our difficulties. They usually contain long lists of committee mem- 
bers, how the tables were decorated and who poured the tea. Although 
the axiom “Names makes the news” is still in force, it does not hold 
true in our case. Local dailies and weeklies would be more than happy 
to print such accounts, but not the Fort Wayne edition of Our Sunday 
Visitor. As was stated before, we have a regional paper and a long 
list of individual committee members for a social in Fort Wayne means 
nothing to the readers in Gary. : 

By sending us an account of the news before it happens, a two- 
fold benefit is foreseen. We receive news which is fresh and you re- 
ceive the advantage of a little advance publicity.

Fast and Abstinence Guide for 1952 


NEW REGULATIONS ON 
Fast and Abstinence 


To foster the spirit of penance and re- 
poration for sin, to encourage self-denial 
and ‘mortification, and to guide her children 
In the footsteps of Our Divine Savior, Holy 
Mother Church imposes by law the obser- 
vance of fast and abstinence. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Canon Law, as modified through the use 
of special faculties granted by the Holy 
See, we herewith publish the following 
regulations: 


FAST 


Everyone over 2} and under 59 years of 
oge is bound to observe the law of fast. 

On days of fast only one full meal is 
ailowed. Two other meatless meols, suf- 
ficient to maintain strength, may be taken 
according to each one’s needs; but together 
they should not equal another full meal. 

Meat may be taken at the principal meal 
on a day of fast except on Fridays, Ash 
Wednesday and the Vigils of the Assump- 
tion and Christmas. 

The days of fast ore the weekdays of 
Lent, Ember Days, the Vigils of Pentecost, 
the Assumption, All Saints and Christmas. 

Eating between meals is not permitted; 
but liquids, including milk ond fruit juices, 
are allowed. 

When health or ability to work would be 
seriously affected, the law does not oblige 
in doubt concerning fost or abstinence, o 
parish priest or confessor should be con- 
sulted, 


ABSTINENCE 


Every Catholic person over 7 yeors of 
age is bound to observe the law of oab- 
stinence. 


PARTIAL ABSTINENCE 


On days of partial abstinence meat and 
soup or gravy made from meat may be tak- 
en only ONCE a doy at the principal meal. 
Partial abstinence is to be observed on Em- 
ber Wednesdays and Saturdays and on the 
Vigils of Pentecost and All Saints. 


COMPLETE ABSTINENCE 


On days of complete abstinence meat 
and soup or gravy made from meat may 
NOT be used at all. Complete abstinence 
is to be observed on Fridays, Ash Wednes- 
day, the Vigils of the Assumption ond 
Christmas, and on Holy Saturday morning

the periods of fast and abstinence, to at- 
tend daily Mass; to receive Holy Commun- 
ion often; to take part more frequently in 
exercises of piety; to give generously to 
works of religion and charity; to. perform

In fact, Henry VIII became 
angry at Luther and those who 
backed him, and wrote a book 
entitled “The Seven Sacraments” 
to answer him, 


In England the lack of morals 
existed not among the clergy or 
the-common people, but in the 
royal family, and among the so- 
called nobles who pressed the 
King, after his apostasy, to con-. 
fiscate church property, partic- 
ularly monasteries and convents 
and to divide the spoils with 
them. 


Before the Reformation every 
monastery conducted a_ school, 
and was connected with a church 
open seven days a week, Eng- 
land's kings, beginning with 
Ethelbert, founded monasteries 
and convents, giving both land 
and money for the erection of 
such institutions. Some of them 
laid down their seeptre and re- 
tired to one of those quiet places 
to spend the rest of their lives 
in contemplation and prayer. in 
preparation for death. 

Like Stalin today, King Henry 
VIII had to have an excuse be- 
fore the people, all of whom were 
Catholics, to take action against 
the monasteries. Hence he sent 
men out to investigate them, and 
to report to the King anything 
which he might deem not to be 
quite right. A PYotestant writer 
observes: “It was easy for a per- 
son possessed of such unlimited 
power to find or feign a pretense 

.. and care was taken to defame 
those whom the Court intended to 
ruin.” 

The royal authority in England 
also, particularly under Elizabeth, 
ordered history to be written in 
such manner as to justify the Re- 
formation before the people, but 
instead of even mentioning the 
evils which German historians 
played up, they represented the 
monastic life as an idle life. 

This did not go down well with 
the people of that generation who 
loved the monks, who had been in- 


fervently, particularly for the intentions of 
the Holy Father.

St. Augustine, of the fifth cen- 
tury, writes very extensively on 
this subject. But just a few sen-

‘He writes: “There is, therefore, no 
safeguard of unity save from the 
Church made known by the pro- | 
i mises of Christ — a Church, which 
being seated on a hill, cannot be 
ihid; and for this cause. it must 
needs be known to all parts of the 
fearth” (V. IX, Contra Ep. Par- 
meniatis). 

Augustine assigns a good reason 
‘for the “gift of tongues” given to 
‘the people through the entrance 
into their souls of the Holy Spirit:

How much can a given person 
grow?
